But Navarro 
County is an exception, he said, 
partly because a majority of its 
laborers make less than $3 per 
hour. 


THE COMMISSIONERS 


THEN listened 
to budget 


requests from nine persons 
representing departments or 
interests funded by the county. 


Jerry Scott, county tax 


assessor and collector, asked 
the commissioners to consider 
hiring 
another 
"outside" 


assessor for his office. This 
person would devote attention 
to properties that are not 
properly covered by the tax 
assessor's office at this time. 


Scott said there will be no 


attempt to raise anyone's taxes, 
but another assessor would help 
equalize 
assessments and 


possibly eliminate the need for 
the services of a tax attorney. 
Under the present system, a tax 
attorney gets 15 per cent of the 
delinquent taxes he recovers, or 
approximately $6,000 per year, 
according to Scott. 


Scott added that outside 


assessors are essential for his 
office since no building permits 
are required by the county. A 
person can construct a struc- 
ture and the assessor may 
never know about it, whereas if 


it were built inside city limits, a 
city building permit would have 
to be obtained. Scott also asked 
for a $25 monthly car allowance 
for inside-city use and an in- 
crease from ten to 15 cents per 
mile travel allowance. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton asked 


the court to consider allowing 
him another jailer so eight-hour 
work shifts can be scheduled 
instead of present 12-hour 
shifts. The County employs two 
jailers, according to Sheriff 
Shelton. He also requested one 
more employe in his office to 
keep up with clerical work. 


SHELTON SAID HIS field 


deputies often spend as much as 
one third of their time typing 
reports when they could be 
doing what they are paid for. He 
said he felt the lack of clerical 
help is wasting taxpayers' 
money in this respect. He also 
asked that three of the depart- 
ment's cars be traded and new 
ones bought to replace them. 
Each of the cars to be traded 
have more than 100,000 miles on

and met immediately 
after 


adjournment to hear City 
Manager 
Dick 
Ballenger 


submit 
for 
consideration 


combining the fire station and 
city hall into one complex. 


The called meeting was to 


"review" the apparent low bid 
of Chapel Hills Construction Co. 
of $102,720 and receive a list of 
sub-contractors for approval. 


Commissioners unanimously 


and 
promptly 
accepted 


Ballenger's 
recommendations 


that "all bids be thrown but" 
and they remain for an unof- 
ficial "work session" to allow 
him to outline other possibilities 
on the projects he had explored 
with City Hall Architect Moffatt 
Adams. 


The fire station had been 


proposed to be located on a lot 
the City owns at the northwest 
corner of West Fifth Ave. at N. 
13th St., facing across Fifth 
toward the new city hall. 


City Manager 
Ballenger 


displayed a map drawing 
reporting he had discussed with 
Architect Adams locating the 
fire station at the back side of 
the city hall building, locating it 
on the northwest corner of West 
Fourth Ave., at N. 13th St. (on 
the portion of Block 315 which 
the city is presently acquiring 
property as site for the city 
hall). 


The city manager said he and 


Adams had tentatively explored 
this step as a means of saving 
money on construction cost of 
the fire station, as it could be 
put in a single complex, could 
eliminate two exterior walls, 
and by combining the two could 
utilize one central heating and 
cooling system. 


"I THINK it (the idea) will 


cut down on costs of the building 


— I think it will save having two 
(building) contractors trying to 
make a profit on two (separate) 
contracts,;; City Manager 
Ballenger told Commissioners. 
He said it would also eliminate 
the fire trucks coming out of a 


As the meeting was breaking 


up, Donald Nicholas, of Clifford 
Cason & Associates, Inc., 
community 
development 


consultants, Waco, appeared at 
the apparent invitation of 
Comm. Fullwood to acquaint 
commissioners 
with 
the 


development sequence 
for 


initiation of a HUD Neigh- 
borhood" 
Development 


Program,.furnishing each with 
a resume. Fullwood reminded 
Commissioners that HUD funds 
were "frozen" more than a year 
ago when Corsicana was con- 
templating 
submitting 
an 


"urban renewal referendum" to 
the voters, and the City had 
shelved the idea because of that 
and a desire not to jeopardize 
the city bond improvement 
program. 


Fullwood said with new 


federal funds for Neighborhood 
Development Program ap- 
parently about to become 
available again he was con- 
cerned that the City begin 
looking at reviving the idea, as 
it can mean "a lot of money for 
Corsicana;; 
in 
upgrading 


blighted areas. 


Other city officials appeared 


to be caught off guard by 
Nicholas' appearance and the 
subject being presented, and 
indicated they would have to 
look more into the idea — 
possibly at next Tuesday's 
regular meeting breaking off 
further discussion, 
building across the street 
toward city hall since the 
station 
would be 
located 


fronting onto Fourth not Fifth 
avenue. Ballenger said such a 
plan would enable Corsicana to 
obtain more off-street parking 
places on the block with the 


combined city hall-fire station, 
and make available for ad- 
ditional off-street parking the 
entire lot across Fifth Avenue 
where the fire station had 
originally been proposed. 


"Mr. Adams has agreed to try 


to work toward this end and I 
would .say I think it is a great 
idea and recommend it for 
consideration," City Manager 
Ballenger said. 


Under questioning by the 


commission, Ballenger said 
Architect Adams had indicated 
that the plans already prepared 
for the fire station building can 
be used in incorporation in 
plans he (Adams) is now 
drafting for the city hall 
building. 


Commissioners 
H. 
R. 


Stroube, Jr., and P. D. Fullwood 
raised questions as to whether 
consolidating the two would 
leave the fire station with 
sufficient space for drying of its 
fire hose and other attendant 
"outside" operations, and 
Commissioner Geral Nichols 
wondered how they would keep 
track of how much the fire 
station will cost in lumping the 
two together.

BALLENGER TOLD the city 
officials he had no doubt the 
combining of the two into one 
complex under one construction 
contract could save Corsicana 
money, and believed 
the 


arrangement 
would 
effect 


better utilization of the land 
space, making a more at- 
tractive and functional facility. 


"This is just something we 


(he and Adams) have thrown 
out 
for 
consideration," 


Ballenger said. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood polled 


the commissioners on whether 
they wanted to explore the idea 
further in a work session with 
Adams present and they agreed 
to do so at the conclusion of next 
Tuesday's regular meeting.

County Clerk Clyve Riddels 


asked the commissioners to 
consider putting 108 volumes of 
Deed Records in smaller bin- 
ders, a move that will allow 
space for 54 additional volumes.

He 
noted 53 deaths and 97 wills 
have been found thus far that 
had not been indexed.

C.O. 


(BUD) CURINGTON requested 
a slight budget increase in of- 
fice supplies to take care of 
additional paperwork loads. He 
also said his office will need a 
small postal allowance increase 
due to its new practice of 
notifying, in advance, parties 
involved in District Court cases. 


Justice of the Peace W.H. 


Tipton, Place 1, requested an 
additional secretary be hired 
for his office. At the present 
time, Judge Tipton noted 
neither he nor Judge G.W. 
O'Neal have authority to hire an 
employe as other county offices 
do, but must try to keep up with 
their increasing paperwork 
loads with one secretary for 
both justice courts. 


Judge Tipton pointed out his 


office has increased its annual 
revenue to the county from 
approximately $55,000 in 1965 to 
more than $133,000 in 1972. He 
also said revenue from the first 
nine months this year is ap- 
proximately $22,000 more than 
through the same 1972 period. 
Judge Tipton also requested 
minor office repairs be made, 
that some kind of travel 
allowance be set for the Justices 
and a $10 fee for inquests be 
established. 


JUDGE O'NEAL, Place 2, 


also said he felt an additional 
secretary is needed as well as 
some kind of travel allowance. 
He noted that if a satisfactory 
car allowance could be worked 
out, that might compensate for 
the inquest fee. 


Mary Walker, county auditor, 


had no special requests, but 
said her office could use a new 
typewriter if feasible without 
undue strain to the budget. She 
said an old model now being 
used is workable but a 
replacement would aid in office 
efficiency. 


Gene Sears, county agent, 


asked that an assistant county 
agent's job which was ter- 
minated several years ago be 
re-established. He said he had 
reason to believe the state 
would supplement the salary of 
a person hired for such a job 
and therefore this is a good time 
to consider it. 


Sears also requested an in- 


crease in travel allowance, 
equitable pay for secretarial 
help in comparison with other 


offices and a new mimeograph 
machine. 
He 
noted 
that 


Navarro County's agricultural 
output is increasing, rather 
than decreasing as some per- 
sons may suspect, which has 
increased the work load for his 
office. 


The 
Navarro 
County 


Historical 
Society 
was 


represented by Paul Sloan and 
Mrs. Yvonne Putman. They 
requested approximately $1,200 
be budgeted to operate the 
Pioneer Village for the year. 
They noted that the historical 
attraction draws visitors from 
throughout the Golden Circle 
and is open six-and-a-half days 
a week. 


Gene Barron, 
Memorial 


administrator, said the biggest 
factor 
determining 
the 


hospital's budget at this time is 
minimum wage. He said no one 
knows exactly what minimum 
wage will be in 1974, so it cannot 
be figured.

BARRON SAID the hospital 


has no special requests of the 
commissioners. Judge Dunn 
noted the hospital operates 
under its own budget primarily 
and the court just needs to know 
how much the County will be 
spending in this area.

receive bids on a "Solid State 
Electrosurgery Unit." Bids will 
be received by the County 
Auditor at her office until Nov. 1 
at 10 a.m. 


County bills were accepted 


and paid as listed. 


Commissioner Arlon Sim- 


mons indicated he is hoping to 
have repairs made on the 
county jail parking lot. He said 
he would like assistance from 
the other commissioners. 


Judge Dunn provided The 


Daily Sun with a copy of a letter 
sent by the Commissioners to 
the Texas Criminal Justice 
Council concerning county jail 
improvement plans. The letter 
states, "The actual renovation 
project of the Navarro County 
Jail is expected to be financed 
through a Criminal Justice 
Council grant, with 33 per cent 
local matching funds to be 
made available by a resolution 
of the Commissioners' Court."

NJC Board Okays Commentary on Adoption of Administrative Handbook

According to the advance 


agenda, the regular monthly 
NJC Board of Trustees' meeting 
Monday night was scheduled to 
be routine. The agenda listed 14 
items to be considered by the 
board, mostly reports and 
normal business, including 
paying the bills. And 13 of those 
items were taken care of, in- 
cluding paying the bills 
and hearing the reports, 
quickly. 


Following the consideration 


of 13 specifically-titled business 
items, 
Dr. 
Louis Gibson 


presented 
a 
prepared, 


typewritten report on the 
board's relationship to the 
handbook to his fellow board 
members for their approval. 
The presentation, complete 
with related news articles, 
editorials and the typewritten 
report itself, was made under 
phase of "Other Business," or 
agenda item 14. 


Preceding 
Dr. 
Gibson's 


report, 
"Other Business" 


consisted of thank you notes to 
the board from various citizens 
and informal comments con- 
cerning 
the 
homecoming 


football game among members 
in attendance. Trustees present 
were Chairman L.B. Dawson; 
0. L. Albritton Jr., 
vice- 


chairman; C. E. Middleton; and 
Dr. Gibson, secretary, all of 
Corsicana; and Homer Carroll 
of Kerens. 


Trustees not at the meeting 


were Edwin Davis of Dawson 
and Jimmy Hooser of Frost. Dr. 
Ben Jones, NJC president, and 
Joe Donaldson, vice-president, 
attended the two-hour session. 


The formal report, stated as 


being made under the direction 
of and directly to the chairman 
of the board, is intended to 
present "facts as related to the 
Board of Trustees of Navarro 
College and the Administrative 
Handbook." 


THE FIRST POINT in the 


report, taken from the minutes 


of the Aug. 27 board meeting 
this year, is the following ex- 
cerpt: 
"ADMINISTRATIVE 


HANDBOOK: Dr. Jones passed 
out to the board copies of the 
combined Administrative and 
Faculty Handbook. The book 
has been in the process of 
revision for the past year. 
Action on adoption of the 
revised handbook will be on the 
September agenda." 


The report than says "During 


the month of August the hand- 
book was in the hands of all 
members of the board of 
Trustees for study." 


Later, after the report was 


unanimously approved by the 
board, there was no discussion 
or action taken to ascertain 
exactly when the handbooks 
were distributed and how long 
the trustees had them for study. 


The report continues to say 


that at the Sept. 17 meeting, 
"after thorough presentation by 
Dr. Jones, the revised handbook 
was unanimously adopted by 
the Board of Trustees." 


Continuing, the report says 


that on Sept. 18 following the 
board meeting, "in a news 
article The Daily Sun reported 
in a headline, 'NJC Board 
Endorses President's Handbook 
Largely Sight-unseen'. It fur- 
ther stated, 'a majority of the 
members indicated they had not 
previously seen the document 
or the revisions.'" 


IN THE NEXT PARAGRAPH 


of the report, it says (Dr. 
Gibson speaking): "I polled the 
four 
member 
Executive 


Committee, which comprises a 
majority of the board, and can 
certify that Mr. Middleton, Mr. 
Dawson, Mr. Albritton and Dr. 
Gibson, all state that no such 
question has ever been asked of 
them." 


Dr. Gibson, following his 


report, displayed his personal 
copy of the handbook. He noted 
yellow underlines he had made 
throughout it, and added he was 
aware of the handbook's con- 
tents when he approved it 
during the Sept. 17 meeting. 


The remainder of Dr. Gib- 


son's report deals with editorial 
opinions published in the Sun., 
and the report correctly labels 
them as opinion rather than 
news items, as well as a brief 
history of the handbook. The 
history was compiled from 
official board minutes of past 
meetings which are "certified 
and duly recorded in Austin as 
prescribed by law." 


The minutes point out that the 


handbook was begun in 1957 by 
Dr. Jones, under direction of the 
board serving at that time 
(which had Dr. Gibson and 
Dawson as members). The 
original handbook was adopted 
in 1958 after revisions and 
corrections were approved. 


THE 
PRESENT 
HAND- 


BOOK, according to the report, 
reflects the past 15 years of 
"additions, 
revisions 
and 


change of policies." It also, "for 
the purpose fo simplicity, in- 
cludes the old faculty manual 
and all previously existing 


administrative handbooks." 


The report states the hand- 


book "is a public document. It is 
distributed to all members of 
the board and faculty. This 
handbook 
was 
developed 


through the consideration and 
devotion of many Boards of 
Trustees. It outlines all existing 
duties, rights and respon- 
sibilities of the board the ad- 
ministration, the faculty and 
the public, as relating to 
Navarro College." 


The report then compares the 


handbook to another document: 
"Like the Constitution of the 
United States, it is not a perfect 
document and is always open to 
interpretation, amendment and 
change; however, it is the 
document on which this Board 
of Trustees places its stamp of 
approval, and on which we 
stand." 


The report was approved in a 


voice vote without opposition by 
the board. Dr. Gibson then read 
a resolution, also unanimously 
approved, 
concerning the 


board's attitude toward the 
news media. 


That resolution, in part, says, 


"As a board we respect the 
right of the newsmedia to have 
access to all information and 
proceedings involving public 
institutions. We deeply respect 
and uphold the right of the press 
to report and editorialize on all 
proceedings and actions of this 
board. 


"This board has never, and 


never intends, to hold secret or 
unpublished meetings, whether 
as a board or as an executive 
committee. 


"This board extends a spirit 


of cooperation to the media, for 
it is only in an atmosphere of 
mutual respect, confidence and 
trust, that both the media and 
the college can jointly reap the 
benefits that pave the way for 
greatness." 


After the resolution was 


approved, Dawson termed it a 
"very excellent statement of 
how we feel." 


Texas Officials, Scurrying to Close Down Dirty Movies, Now Stopping To Take a Second Look at Supreme Court Ruling

The Supreme Court's June 


decision 
on 
pornography 


unlocked the handcuffs which 
kept Texas law enforcement 
officers from raiding what they 
consider dirty movies. 


They moved in, closed some 


places, arrested anyone con- 
nected with the movie houses, 
confiscated film. 


Now they are taking a second 


look. 


Was one attorney, a defender 


of alleged dirty films, correct 
when he said there is now no law 


regulating what the public can 
see? 


Confusion stemming from the 


new decision hignes on the 
court's ruling that each local 
community may determine its 
own standards on pornography. 
It thereby threw out any vague 
national yardstick. 


Dallas' 
Bob 
Fain, 
a 


prosecutor of an exhibitor of 
"The World of Susie Wrong," 
said the high court decision: 
"The court was merely saying a 
rural, more conservative town 
shouldn't be forced to conform 
to the standards for New York 


City, and vice versa," 


So many pornographic cases 
been thrown out of court earlier 
that officers were coming to 
believe the lid was off. 


But the Supreme Court's 


apparent change of view in June 
gave officers new heart and 
they began raiding again in 
Texas. 


Raids took place in Abilene 


within a week of the high court 
ruling. In Dallas, three hard 
core sex film places closed and 
at least two switched to what 
prosecutors call "soft core" 
movies. 


Fort Worth officers con- 


fiscated nine fioms, and a grand 
jury returned 19 indictments. 


U. S. District Court Judge 


John H. Wood Jr. in San Antonio 
refused to stop raids on porno 
movie houses. 


Justice of the Peace Wayne 


LeCroy took part in a Lubbock 
raid on "Last Tango is Paris" 
during a showing before a 
packed house. Another 500 
persons waited outside in the 
rain for the second showing. 


An 
Austin 
grand 
jury 


returned eight indictments. 


Yet everything wasn't going 


smoothly for prosecutors. 


Police in San Antonio seized 


two reels of film which Dist. 
Atty. Ted Butler called "New 
low." the movies showed adults 
molesting children. 


Three persons were arrested 


and their films confiscated in 
Odessa. The three were back in 
operation the next day. 


Houston 
officers 
moved 


slowly, waiting for clarification 
of conflicting laws. 


Dallas won one and lost one. 
A Dallas jury took only 16 


minutes to find "Deep Throat" 
obscene, resulting in sentences 


of five years in prison and $5,000 
fines each of three men and two 
women. 


A short time later, another 


Dallas jury deadlocked and was 
discharged in the trial of "The 
Devil in Miss Jones." Two 
professors who are family 
counselors said they sent 
patients to the movie as 
therapy. 


One point of the Supreme 


Court ruling is particularly 
interesting. Prosecutors no 
longer need call experts to 
testify on whether a movie or 
anything else is dirty. The high 


court said jurors can decide 
without outside help. 


Also, the court threw out its 


old standard that a work must 
"be utterly without redeeming 
social value" to be declared 
pornographic, and substituted 
whether the work "taken as a 
whole lacks serious literary, 
artistic, political or scientific 
value." 


Houston's ambivalence hangs 


on the "social value" issue. 


A Harris County Houston 


assistant district attorney 
commented: "Although the 
Supreme Court says we do not 


have to prove obscene material 
is 'utterly without deeming 
social value', we are still bound 
by state law which uses this 
definition." 


A Houston theater owner has 


appealed 
a 
conviction, 


demanding clarification of the 
apparent conflict between state 
and federal law. 


A spokesman for the Texas 


attorney general's office ap- 
pears to believe the state law is 
the dominant one now. He said 
the state law, if it stands, is 
stronger than federal rulings.

A Texan Lost in Texas 


State Climatologist, an Englishman, Thinks Texas Weather Fascinating because of Variety

climatologist. He preserves 
weather history 
and 
looks 


ahead to tell us what things 
will be like years or centuries 
from now. 


His appointment came about 


because of federal budget cuts. 


Bob Orton of the National 


Weather Service in Austin was 
climatologist until the recent 
federal payroll slashes. Then 
Orton was transferred and the 
federal post was done away 
with. 


So Texas A&M University 


took over the work and named 
Dr. Griffith's the school's mete- 
orologist, to the job with the 
blessings of the Weather Serv- 
ice. 


Hear one word from Dr. 


Griffiths" and you know he's an 
Englishman. It's the accent. 


Why in the world is an Eng- 


lishman messing around with 
Texas weather? It's just not 
right. Texas weather belongs to 
Texans. 


"I came over to the U.S. on a 


Rockefeller traveling grant in 
1960," Dr. Griffiths explains. 


"During this time I stayed at 


A&M six or seven weeks. I 
liked the people here and 
thought the university had 
great potential, which has de- 
veloped much further than I 


thought it would." 


Ha said he kept in touch with 


the university and returned in 
1962 as a professor. 


What does he think of Texas 


weather? 


"Fascinating! The variety 


compared with England! Hav- 
ing such a large area, we can 
have summertime and winter- 
time" at the same moment, he 
said. 


Dr. Griffiths worked a long 


time in Africa and considers 
even Texas summer heat a re- 
lief. 


"We find it most pleasant," 


he says. 


"The winters are delightful." 
Mrs. Griffiths likes Texas 


weather, too, with some reser- 
vations. 


"It is very hot in the summer 


for me," she said. "I enjoy the 
weather for about eight months 
in the year. There is sunshine 
and enough warmth to make 
you feel good." 


You can't talk to a weather 


man without asking him about 
the hottest and the coldest, and 
so on.

Parks and Wildlife Dept. 


The first portion of the "split" 


mourning dove season here 
ends Sunday. The second part of 
the season runs Ja. 5 thorugh 
Jan. 20, 1974, in this area. 


The regular deer season 


begins Nov. 17 and continues 
through Jan. 1. 


A long quail season is of- 


fered—from Nov. 17 through 
Feb. 15. The bag limit here for 
quail is 12, and the possession 
limit is 36. 


A split duct season is 


scheduled for this area, with the 
first portion to open Nov. 10 and 
run through Nov. 25. The second 
part is Dec. 8 through Jan. 20. 


The daily bag limit for ducks 


is reached when the point value 
of any bird or birds taken 
raches of exceeds 100 points. 
100-point ducks in this area are 
convasbacks and redheads. 70- 
point ducks are mallard hends, 
wood 
ducks 
and 
hooded 


mergansers; 10-point ducks are 
blue-winged and cinnamon teal, 
widgeons, 
scaups 
and 


mergansers except hooded. All 
other legal species of ducks 
count 20 points. 


Possession 
limit is the 


maximum number of ducks 
which could have been taken 
legally in two days. The daily 
coot (mud hen) bag limit is 15, 
and the possession limit is 30. 


Goose and brant season is 


scheduled for Oct. 29 through 
Nov. 25, and Dec. 8 through Jan. 
20. Bag and possession limit is 
five, with some restrictions. 


On the east side of Highway 


81, which includes this area, the 
daily bag' limit may include not 
more than one Ross' goose, and, 
in the alternative, not more 
than one Canade goose or one 
white-fronted goose. Possession 
limit may include not more than 
one Ross' goose and, in the 
alternative, not more than two 
Canada geese, or one Canada 
and one white-fronted goose.

Wiley College 
Not Closing 


MARSHALL, Tex. (AP) - 


"The rumors must be stopped; 
we are not going out of busi- 
ness" said Wiley College Presi- 
dent Dr. Robert E. Hayes Sr. 
recently in explaining the state 
of Wiley and of Negro colleges 
generally. 


Dr. Hayes, in addressing the 


Wiley faculty, staff, students 
and guests at the fall con- 
vocation, said that he wanted to 
place an advertisement in the 
minds and hearts of people 
from Marshall to New Hamp- 
shire that Wiley was not going 
out of business. 


"We've had a hard, hard 100 


years," said Dr. Hayes, "but 
all black colleges have had a 
hard, hard time. Black people 
have had a hard, hard time. 
But the harder the times, the 
better some of us have oper- 
ated." 


"What we have lacked finan- 


cially, we have made up for in 
good looks and school spirit," 
he said. 


Wiley Academic Vice Presi- 


dent Dr. David R. Houston, in 
his address, said "Wiley has a 
rich and glorious history. But 
we can't spent so much time 
looking back that we forget the 
needs of the present or the op- 
portunities of the fugure. 


"Some say that black col- 


leges are academic 'disaster 
areas and there is ijo justifica- 
tion for their existence, said 
Dr. Houston, "but we have 
mastered the art of survival." 


He expressed the need for 


black colleges and said that 
"we are faced with a fantastic 
responsibility. Freshmen enter- 
ing college this year can expect 
to spend one-half of their lives 
working in the 20th century and 
one-half working in the 21st 
century. We must assist our 
students to overcome the in- 
juries of the past and look to 
the future. 


Dr. Houston said Wiley must 


re-examine some of its academ- 
ic programs 
and cut in- 


stitutional costs. "Our in- 
stitutional costs are too high, 
"the people who need education 
the most can't afford it," he 
said. 


Dr. Houston also expressed a 


need for blacc scholars. "Our 
race is still largely represented 
by entertainers and athletes," 
he said. 


Dr. Hayes released fall en- 


rollment figures for Wiley and 
announced that Wiley was only 
one of the two private, pre- 
dominantly black colleges in 
Texas that showed an increase 
in enrollment this year. 


Wiley's fall enrollment is now 


at 538 as compared to 510 last 
year. Huston-Tillotson, a pre- 
dominantly black, private in- 
stitution in Austin, also showed 
an enrollment increase.

Some 3,640 acres of the area, 


a few miles east of here on In- 
terstate 20, has been set aside 
as Sandhill State Park. It pro- 
vides a hardtop road leading to 
drive-in camping grounds 
equipped with water, electricity 
and restrooms. There's even a 
museum of local artifacts. 


H.M. 
Malone of Monahans 


has a 35-acre concession for 
sand surfing. He makes the 
surf boards himself and rents 


them out at 50 cents for the 
first hour and 25 cents each fol- 
lowing hour. 


The surf -riders stand on a 


rubber mat attached to the 
board, which is three feet long 
and six inches wide. It needs a 
balancing act to stay there. Al- 
though waxed underneath to 
make them slide, the boards 
get sand-blasted from below 
and seldom last much over one 
summer season, Malone says. 


Dune buggies are banned 


from the state park as a safety 
precaution and have to confine 
their activities some miles to 


the south of it. In the ex- 
citement of swooshing from one 
dune to another, the buggies 
have been known to overshoot 
Ranch Road 1053. There have 
been collisions with other ve- 
hicles and even some fatalities. 


Nothing worse than a broken 


arm has occurred in the state 
park, though a few people have 
lost their way among the dunes 
and suffered sunstroke. Each 
summer, countless motorists 
need hauling back to the hard- 
top road. Onne wheel off the 
pavement and they're stuck. 


"They just won't pay atten- 


tion to the warning signs," 
complained J. A. 'Jay' Jaynes, 
who has managed to park for 
13 years. 


Although the dunes move 


kround quite a bit in sand- 
storms, Jaynes says they have 
a clay base which holds water. 


"Water can be found a foot 


deep under some of the 80-foot 
dunes even after eight months 
without rain," he said, "it 
takes a 70 to 80-mile-an-hour 
wind to raise much sand in 
these dunes." 


The dunes usually, build up 


their contours under the pre- 


valining southeasterly winds 
during the spring, more or less 
retaining them then throughout 
the summer. 


Flint 
points, 
arrowheads, 


mommoth and bison bones, 
even parts of lost wagon trains 
have been unconvered in the 
shifting sands. 


"It's 
even rumored that 


there's gold buried out there," 
said Jaynes, "but we haven't 
found any yet." 


Coyotes are the largest ani- 


mals around, according to Jay- 
nes, but bobcats, wildcats, gray 
fox, badgers, jack rabbits and 


cottontails are also seen. 


Among rodents are the night- 


living kangaroo rat which runs 
on its hind legs, gophers and 
ground squirrels. Birds include 
scale 
quail, doves, cactus 


wrens, mockingbirds, and some 
30 species of migrants. 


A few diamond back and san 


rattlers are still around, though 
Jaunes says most have been 
scared away or destroyed by 
bullsnakes. 


Add that more than 100,000 


human visitors come each year 
and you see that, although it's 
desert, it's far from empty.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If the 


six bankrupt railroads in the 
Northeast are allowed to stop 
running, "New England will be 
in a depression in less than 30 
days and the whole nation will 
be in a depression in less than 
six months," says Rep. Brock 
Adams. 


Adams, D-Wash., is co-spon- 


sor with Rep. Dick Shoup, R- 
Mont., of a bill that would es- 
tablish a for-profit corporation 
to run the railroads. The corpo- 
ration would be backed by $2 
billion in government-guaran- 
teed bonds. 


The bill currently is before 


the House Commerce Com- 
mittee and Adams agrees there 
is no possibility of congression- 
al passage before next Friday. 


That's when a federal judge 


has scheduled a hearing in 
Philadelphia on whether to or- 
der the Penn Central — the 
largest and most financially 
desperate of the six — to liqui- 
date its assets and cease serv- 
ice. 


And the Nixon administration 


has indicated in unmistakable 
terms that it will veto the 
Adams-Shoup measure if it 


passes in its present form. 


Some of the questions and an- 


swers in the interview: 


Q. The rest of the country 


has relatively 
healthy rail- 


roads, but the Northeast is bur- 
dened with six bankrupt rail- 
roads. What is so different 
about the Northeast? 


A. Everybody in the 1800s 


and early 1900s came in and 
built their own railroad so that 
the system was not rational in 
comparison to the needs of the 
area and certainly has not been 
updated to meet those needs. 


Then when we laid the feder- 


al highway system in on top of 
it ... In the Northeast, the ef- 
fect ... took an enormous 
amount of business away from 
the railroads. Another thing is 
that the railroad industry in the 
Northeast has never really had 
a good cost accounting system. 


We found that as many as a 


third of the rates the Penn Cen- 
tral charged between New York 
and Chicago were below cost, 
which meant that there wasn't 
any way they could make mon- 
ey on their freight service. Now 
during years of management 
starting after World War II this 


was glossed over. 


Everybody kept saying this 


was really because we're hav- 
ing to carry passengers. So we 
then go in and create AMTRAK 
to, in effect, stop these passen- 
ger losses. The minute you did 
that then it was like pulling the 
curtain back and the true oper- 
ation was sitting there and it 
was a loser. 


Q. When you speak of North- 


east rails, you're basically 
speaking 
Penn 
Central. 


Recently the Penn Central 
trustees'have been off as much 
as $22 million in their monthly 


cash flow estimates ... Do you 
think the trustees have done a 
creditable Job? 


A. Yes. I think they have un- 


der the circumstances that they 
had to operate with. But there 
is no way, in my opinion, that 
the Penn Central operation can 
be made into a viable railroad. 
There are too many branch 
lines that need to be stopped, 
and there's too much redundant 
main track. 


Q. Can you briefly outline the 


proposal you have to solve all 
this? 


A. We've taken the example 


of the quasi-public corporations 
like COMSAT and others where 
the government goes in and, in 
effect, says we'll set this up but 
private business will own it 
eventually, as soon as we get it 
organized ... What this corpo- 
ration will do is ... be the buy- 
er from all these various bank- 
ruptcies, and they're six of 
them ... and will go in and say 
these rail assets are essential 
for the public service of the 
United States — and I can't un- 
derline that enough. 


That's the only reason to me 


the federal government has got

any justification for being in- 
volved in this. The rail system 
performs such an integral part 
of the transportation system of 
the country that as a matter of 
public service you've got to 
have certain essential lines run. 
Otherwise, New England will 
be in a depression in less than 
30 days, and the whole nation 
will be in a depression in less 
than six months. 


Q. How much is all this going 


to cost? 


A. About $85 million for cash 


requirements and to start this 
new operation. Another $37 mil- 
lion will be necessary for the 
turnover money to start the 
new corporation ... 


We have set up a very elabo- 


rate labor-management agreed 
system ... and the cost of it we 
estimate is some place beteeen 
$180 and $200 million, and that's 
spread over a period of time ... 
Then we have talked about loan 
guarantees. Now, these don't 
involve any federal appropria- 
tions and no money out of the 
budget, but the federal govern- 
ment says, in effect, that we'll 
see that this money is paid 
back to the private sector if 
this system doesn't work. We're 
talking in that area a max- 
imum of $2 billion worth of loan 
guarantees, and that figure, 
again, would not be all in one 
lump sum but would depend 
really on whether there ever 
was a default. 


Q. Hasn't the Penn Central 


already eaten up about $100 
million in loan guarantees? 
What's to say that this $2 bil- 
lion is going to be any more 
successful? 


A. Because the Penn Central 


is going to vanish out of the 
transportation business. So will 
the Lehigh Valley, the Reading, 
the Boston and Maine and all 
the rest. You'll have one new 
railroad company which will be 
structured on the basis of its in- 
come being sufficient to cover 
its debt and to earn a profit. 


Q. You talk of eliminating un- 


profitable branch lines. Of the 
roughly 26,000 miles of track in 
the Northeast, what do you en- 
vision as being left? 


A. Most people are talking 


about a system some place be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 miles. 


Q. This is all assuming that 


this bill is going to be enacted 
and that seems to be somewhat 
in doubt. 


A. Now what has happened 


on it is that the Department of 
Transportation has two or three 
things in the bill, they agre* 
with the general concept ... 
(but) where the problem comes 
is they want this to be a 
strictly voluntary thing. In oth- 
er words, "where the planners 
will take common stock only 
and go around to the various 
bankruptcy courts and say 
here's some common stocks, 
now you give us your assets 
and it will all work. What we're 
saying is you're going to have 
to require ... that this be done. 


Q. Let's say sometime before 


the winter recess the bill is 
sent to the White House. Then 
what happens? 


A. I can't conceive that the 


President would veto it because 
it would cause a major depres- 
sion. 


Q. Lets say a bill is passed 


and signed by the President. 
Then you go into the lengthy 
procedure of coming up with 
the system that the corporation 
would operate, a procedure that 
could take about 18 months. 
Then you have a major court 
case over the value of the liqui- 
dated property. If you were to 
pick a year in which a North- 
east Rail Corporation might be- 
gin to operate, what year would 
you pick? 


A. I would pick at the end of 


18 months. That's the key fight 
we have with the adminis- 
tration. That's why we have the 
mandatory transfer (of assets) 
in this bill. Because at the end 
of the planning period and 
when the Congress has ap- 
proved it, under the bill, the as- 
sets transfer over and the cor- 
poration starts. Now the credit- 
ors and everyone else are going 
to litigate whether it was a 
proper amount of money for 
the next 20 years. That's why 
all of us have had to stand with 
mandatory in this in order to 
really save the situation.

As a prelude to authorizing 


advertising for bids with bonds 
to be sold in a special meeting 
set for Nov. 14 in Dallas, 
directors acted on amendments 
to contracts between ther 
Authority and eight customer 
cities and the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Regional Airport. 


The enlargement program is 


to increase the plant's capacity 
from 30 million gallons daily to 
100 million gallons and provide 
advance treatment of the 


• sewage as part of an overall $52 
million expansion program 
expected to take four years to 
complete. 


Cities served by the Central 


Sewerage 
System, 
under 


contracts with TRA, are Irving, 
Grand Prairie, Euless, Bedford, 
Carrolton, Farmers Branch and 
parts of Arlington and Dallas. 


PRESIDENT JOHN SCOTT 


TOLD directors from the 17 
counties along the Trinity river 
that while the central system 
primarily serves the Dallas- 
Tarrant Counties areas, "this is 
a project that will benefit the 
quality of water in the entire 
river" in that it will improve the 
quality of effluent discharged 
into the river. 


It was re-emphasized by 


General Manager David Brune 
that "cleaning up the river" is 
of critical importance to the 
entire basin in accordance with 
pollution standards of the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency and Texas Water 
Quality Board. 


Directors authorized the 


Authority to execute a contract 
with the City of Arlington for 
financing of water pumping and 
sewage transportation facilities 
and to issued $2,625,000 in TRA 
Waterworks and Sewer System 
Revenue Bonds to finance the 
improvements specified under 
the contract. 


Board members authorized 


the Authority's participation to 
the extent of $18,000 in the 
development with of a $120,000 
regional water supply plan for 
the upper river basin with five 
other major water suppliers. It 
was pointed out to the board by

cording to David Helmer, 
manager of the Corsicana social 
security office, 
the word 


Medicare has become a com- 
mon-place word in most 
households, especially if there 
is someone over 65 in the home. 


However, something new has 


been added. Indeed, something 
new has been added several 
times since Medicare was first 
provided. At first the various 
services provided by Medicare 
were limited, and more persons 
became eligible for these 
services. 


The public is generally aware 


that Medicare coverage was 
extended, beginning July 1, 
1973, 
to people who 
are 


receiving monthly benefits 
based on their disability, and 
who have been 
reciving 


monthly benefits for at least 24 
consecutive months. A fact that 
is often overlooked is that 
Medicare is now available for 
persons who suffer with chronic 
kidney disease. Even though 
many people with this disease 
are able to work because they 
are receiving treatments for 
this condition, the cost of this 
continuing 
treatment 
is 


catastrophically high. These 
people may not be eligible for 
monthly 
social 
securtiy 


disability payments because 
they are working. To assist 
these individuals with the high 
cost of treatment, Medicare 
coverage was extended to them 
and is also effective July 1,1973. 
This coverage is extended to 
individuals 
under 65 who 


require hemodialysis or renal 
transplantation for chronic 
renal disease and who are 


currently or fully insure d for 
social security benefits, or who 
are entitled to monthly social 
security benefits, or are the 
spouses or dependent children 
of such ins red or entitled in- 
dividuals. Eligibility begins 
with the third month after the 
month in which a course of 
hemodialysis begins, and >nds 
with the 12th month aftei. the 
month in which an individual 
has a kidney transplant or 
dialysis treatments terminate. 


This is a new field or service 


for 
Medicare, 
and 
final 


regulations have not yet been 
published, but if you believe you 
qualify for some services under 
this new provision, you may 
contact the social security of- 
fice in Corsicana, Texas. The 
phone number is 874-8206.

Chamber Tours Grader Company

Over a dozen members of the 


Corsicana Industrial Relations 
Committee met Tuesday for a 
tour of Corsicana Grader and 
Machine Company on West 
Highway 31. 


Plant manager Jack Sherman 


and superintendent Bill Folk's 
conducted the tour through the 
plant, explaining how the 
grader equipment and a variety 
of other items are constructed 
and assembled. 


According to Sherman, the 


company began with a grader 
designed by S. L. Reese in 1917. 
The 
simple-but-effective 


grader—which was first pulled 
by mule and later by tractor- 
became very popular with area 
farmers. The grader could be 
adjusted by the use of hand 
levers, was very useful for 
terracing hillside farms during 
the time the Soil and Water 
Conservation Service had begun 
emphasizing the practice. 


In order to produce the 


grader, a number of individuals 
raked together $50,000 in 1920 
and began the 
Corsicana 


Grader and Machine Campany. 


"Everything around here's 


homemade," Sherman said as 
he pointed out a special heavy 
duty fork lift. The most in- 
teresting 
and 
impressive 


piece of equipment of all is 
the huge grader blade press 
designed and built by plant 
superintendent Hollis. Starting 
from Scratch, Hollis con- 
structed a massive fram of steel 
beams, on which he mounted a 
row of six-inch 
hydraulic 


cylinders. 


"I think it's the biggest press 


in town," Hollis said. The 
purpose of the machine is to 
press large sections of sheet 
metal into the desired shape for 
grader blades. When formed, 


several of the blades can be 
welded together to obtain the 
proper thickness. 


Besides three models of 


graders for use behind tractors, 
the company produces 10 
models of rotary cutters for 
mowing p'astures, shredding 
cotton and corn stalks, etc. Aslo 
manufactured is an earth scoop, 
a post hole digger, a post driver, 
and a pasture renovator. 


The renovator is one of the 


latest and most successful 
items produced by the com- 
pany. Designed by E. W. Black- 
burn of Angus, the pasture 
renovator is a larger model of a 
tool Blackburn built and used to 
speed up the growth of yard 
grass. 


The pasture renovator, which 


consists of a heavy cylinder for 
weight with protruding chisel- 
like blades, simply cuts several 
inches into the soil and allows 
air to reach the roots of the 
grass, Sherman explained. 


Business for the Corsicana 


Grader and Machine Co. has 
boomed this year, Sherman 
said. So far, sales have been 15 
per cent greater this year than 
all of 1972. The company 
presently has about $100,000 in 
orders that can't be filled, and 
the equipment is coming out of 
the factory as fast as it can be 
completed. 


Most of the 
equipment 


produced by the company is 
sold in Texss, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas, ac- 
cording to the plant manager. 


Practically all the parts used 


in making the grader and other 
equipment are produced in the 
plant. 


Following the tour, Sher- 


man—on behalf of the com- 
pany—received a Certificate of 
Merit from the Industrial 
Relations Committee.
